budget-cutting drive has picked up 
momentum on Capitol Hill.

Senate 
Armed Services 


Committee Thursday chopped out 
$771 
million in Defense Depart-! 


ment requests for aircraft, mis- 
siles and other military hardware. 
But it went along with the House 
in voting an extra $363.7 million— 
which the administration doesn't 
want and probably won't spend- 
to speed development of the RS70 
reconnaissance strike bomber. 


Thus after the committee was 


finished, the military procurement 
bill totaled only $407.3 million less 
than the administration asked. 


The House, despite objections of

voted a reduction Thursday

$91,964.000 in appropriations 
for 


the Post Office Department. Day

"The king is dead," the plaintiff, 


Esther James, 66, exclaimed as 
the verdict was read. 


"Adam Clayton Powell is dead," 


the Negro domestic cried. "Now 
he will just have to keep his mouth 
shut. He's dead in Harlerri." " ' 


Powell, 54, a Democratic con- 


gressman from the Harlem sec- 
tion of New York since 1944, was 
not available for comment, His 
office in Washington said he plans 
to appeal the verdict. 


Mrs. James, who had 
sued 


Powell for $1 million, said she will 
donate part of her award to 
charity. 


The verdict Thursday was by an 


al-white jury of seven men and 
five women in State 
Shpreme 


Court. 


Powell accused Mrs. James in 


a television interview in 1960 while 
he was campaigning against what 
he charged was "organized gam- 
bling and police corruption," 


Mrs. James denied at the trial 


that she ever collected graft from 
Harlem gamblers for policemen.

Union's Lunik 4 flew within 10,- 
300 miles of the moon today, Tass 
eported. 
The Soviet news agency: said 
he 3,130-pound moon probe was 
about 
226,800 
miles 
from 
the 


earth at 6 p.m. Moscow time- 
Friday morning U.S. time. The 
moon is about 238,854 miles from 
he earth.

The statement did not say when

>orts had been received, nor did 
t give any information on Lunik's 
mission. 


The Soviets said the speed ol 
•unik 4, launched Tuesday

an hour. This is clue to the earth's 
gravitational pull.

ment Station of the University | 
of. Arkansas Division of Agricul- 
ture, announces the completion 
of .its first cooperative perform- 
ance testing Registered bull pro- 
gram. Forty Bulls were consigned 
to!, the test by 11 purebreed beef 
cattle producers from Arkansas. 
T|je bulls were brought to the Ex- 
perjment Station Oct. 1, 1962, and 
'given 30 days for an adjustment 
period to become accustomed to 
the ration and the environment. 
The bulls varied in age from 8 
to 11 months at the beginning of 
the 154 day lest Nov. 1, 1962. 


The test has a two fold purpose. 


One so the producer can determine 
the type of job that his individual 
herd bulls are doing in his own 
breeding program based on the 
performance of each bull's off- 
spring on test, and secondly by 
observing the performance record 
the prospective buyer will have 
information in addition to the in- 
dividual animal's appearance. 


The bulls were fed individually 


and'the amount of feed eaten was 
recorded. The bulls were weighed 
at the end of each 28 day period 
so that the feed efficiency of each 
bull could bo recorded, along with 
the rale of gain. The bulls were 
fed a low concentrate ration con- 
sisting of 33',I cotton seed hulls, 
and other feed grains thai were 
available. This was not a ration 
to get the maximum gains from 
each of these animals but was in- 
tended to be a safe growing ra- 
tion so that the bulls could de- 
velop in a condition that would 
be beneficial to Ihe producer.

scribed "those who favor gul- 
ling" the foreign aid program as 
actually wanting to "collaborate 
ivith the global Communist strat- 
egy." 


"Their 
(Idealist prescription 


should be opposed resolutely by 
all who want to push until wo 
have achieved a work! in which 
our freedom—and the freedom of 
all men—is secure," Rusk .said. 


The secretary's slalcmonl was 


the opening gun 
in the annual 


battle over the foreign aid pro- 
gram. Rusk was the first witness 
before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee which is considering 
President Kennedy's request for 
$4.5 billion. 


The committee hearings are ex- 


pected to continue for six or sev- 
en weeks. Chairman Thomas E. 
Morgan, D-Pa., told reporters he 
anticipated that Congress would 
wind up cutting foreign aid lo 
slightly below last year's level of 
$3.9 
billion. 


"There is. nothing the Commu- 


nists want more than to sec the 
'Yanks go home,' " Husk said, 
"not only from Western Europe, 
but from the Mediterranean, South 
Asia, the Far East, Latin Ameri- 
ca, Africa, everywhere. 


"If we Yanks come home, the 


Communists will begin to take ov- 
er. Why any American would 
want to cooperate with that glo- 
bal Communist strategy is beyond 
my understanding. But that is 
what sharp cuts in our foreign 
aid program would mean." 


In his wide-ranging statement, 


Rusk said "the free world has 
fared better than the Communist 
world during the last 12 months" 
but this is no cause for compla- 
cency. 


"Despite their differences, Mos- 


cow and Peking remain allies," 
he continued. "There is not neces- 
sarily any comfort for us in com- 
petition between two centers of 
Communist power, each trying to 
prove that its method of "burying" 
us if the more efficacious."

A handful of printers, mostly 


supervisors, returned to their jobs 
at the Plain Dealer at 12:22 a.m., 
a time which could be called the 
official end of the strike. It came 
just over an hour after the print 
crs became the lasl of 11 unions 
lo ratify contracts. 


By a 339-28(5 vote, after a stormy 


three-hour debate, the printers 
ratified a 26-month contract their 
president, Clifford C. Hilpcrt, esti- 
mated as worth $13.95 in wages 
and benefits. 


"We- are extremely happy that 


this long and unfortunate strike is 
now over and we look forward to 
a Monday morning Plain Dealer," 
said Thomas Vail, vice president 
of the Forest City Publishing Co., 
which 
publishes 
Ohio's largesl 


morning newspaper. 


The Plain Dealer will be the 


first to hit the streets after a 
newspaper blackout that has last- 
ed longer than any previous one 
in a major American city. The 
Teamsters 
Union started it bj 


calling -450 drivers out Nov. 29 
The New York newspaper strike, 
which ended Sunday night, was 
114 clays long, and a strike of 
newspaper teamsters in Minneapo- 
lis last year stretched over 116 
days.

ginning reporters to $125 for the 
top minimum after five years' ex- 
perience.
